» Scheidemann then proceeded 
to give an interesting account of 
the visit of their representative 
Borgbjerg—the Danish journalist 
end “ representative of . the 
general! interests of mankind "— 
to Petrograd, without which, he 
esid, the Stockholm Conference 
might never have taken place. 

The, firat’ question’ which the 
Russian comrades asked. Borgb- 
jerg wea if tbe German Chancellor 
was in agreement with Socialist 
declarstions, on pesce; That 
showed right at:tbhe beginning 
how untelievably faleely people 
abroad were informed regarding 
the position of German Social 
Democrsey. Borgbjerg declared 
emphatically to the Russian com- 
radea that Socialists hed nothing 
to do with the Chancellor, and 
that they were not 8 Government 
party. 

A ‘farther qacetion of the 
Russians wos if other parties in 
Germany ebared thé Socislist 
views.

Then. Borgbjerg was asked if 
there would be before long 
revolution in Germeny, and if 
that could be. coanted'on, He 
replied that, according to his 
belief, thers would certainly be 
no revolution i in Germany daring 
the war b:cause the whole people 
were united in the belief. it had 
saved ita akin: -Aa to whether 
there wonld bea revolution after 
the war, that depended on the 
outcome of the struggle and the 
granting of political rights. The 
Roesiane, he added, mast not 
believe that a revolution like 
theirs warn possible in Western 
Ensrope. Only a socisl revolution 
ccald be taken into consideration 
by Western European States.
